SHOCKS EUROPE. 


Pretender to Throne 


Is Proclaimed King and Servians Re- 


joice Over Assassinations. 


Members of Cabinet Killed. 


Murder of the Sovereign Precipitated by His 


Recent Act of Suspending the Constitution. 


Last of the House of Prince Michael 


Pnt to Death by Subjects. 


Belgrade, Servia, June II.—A military revolu- 


tion broke out here last night. The troops, who 
revolted under the leadership of Major Anjjiko- 
vies, surrounded the palace, assassinated King 
Alexander. Queen Draga. the Setter's sister, the 
Queen's brother, Nikodem; Premier Markovitch, 
Ministers Petrovitch and Tudorovics, General Pa* 
volovitch, the former Minister of War. and some 
of the members of the royal guard. 


Prince Karageorgevitch was proclaimed King 


and a new government was formed, and the fol- 
lowing proclamation was issued: 


'To the Servian people: 
Last night the King and Queen were shot. In this grave and fateful 


mcr-ent. friends of the fatherland have combined 19 form a new government. 


While the government make* this announcement to trte people it is convinced 
t"at the Servian people will gather round it and lend it their aid to maintain 


c-c!er and security throughout the land.

THE SERVIANS 


Were Greatly Dissatisfied with the 


King and His Policies. 


London. June 11.--The Servian min- 


ster said there were many causes 
leading to the revolution. 
A large 


section of the people were greatly 
dissatisfied with the tendency of King 
Alexander to eliminate the radiral ele- 
nenl from the government and by the 
•onstant rumors of his Intention to ap- 
point Queen Drama's brother. Lunjevl- 
tza, heir apparent. 
In addition to 


this, he was disliked hy the people, 
who were also intensely outraged at 
the recent suspension of the constitu- 
tion. The minister did not anticipate 
a change would result in internecine 
strife, nr any other dangers '"

CIVIL WAR. 


Would Be Headed Off By the Austria- 


Hungarian Army. 


London, June 11.—The tragedy of 


the palace at Belgrade, marking the 
ietrst of the revolutions, which have 
convulsed Servia, from time to time, 
during the past century, is not re- 
garded iu diplomatic circles m Lon- 
don, as likely to lead to civil 
war. 


Stress is laid on the unpopularity of 
King Alexander, since his marriage to 
'Queen Draga. King Alexander's suc- 
cessor. Peter Karageorgevttch, is a 
son-in-law of the Prince of Montene- 
sro, and is regarded as being most ac- 
ceptable to the people. 


The universal anxiety of the gov- 


ernments of Europe foi peace is ad- 
vanced as a reason whv the Servian 
situation is not likely to lead to com- 
plications.

GRAPHIC STORY 


Of the Servian Palace Tragedy Told 


By a Press Dispatch. 


Berlin. June 11.—A despatch from 


Semlin, Hungaria to the National 
Zeitur.g, gives an interesting version 
of the events at Belgrade. It says: 


"A party of officers proceeded to the 


palace by previous arrangement with 
General L. Jubasivkovicg and called 
upon King Alexander to abdicate in 
favor of Prince Peter Karageorgevitch. 
The King refused and shot Col. Nau- 
movica who made the proposal. The 
other officers thereupon summoned the 
war minister. General Pavlovltch and 
Tudorovics. the minister of the inter- 
ior, and »hot the King and Queen and 
PetroviCR, one of the King's aide de 
camps, and other loyal officers.

UNDER GUARD. 


Company of Militia Protects Alleged 


Murderers of Berry Family. 


•St. Francis. Mo., June 


Oewty, Clyde Wiinon, a»a W. J. >Mc- 
Bride. charged witA tbe murder of 
several of the members of the Berry 
family, near Colby, Kas., .have arrived 
under the escort of company G. of the 
second regiment of th«> Kansas Na- 
tional Guard. Tfee prisoners 'are close- 
ly guarded by soldiers to prevent any 
attempt 
of Berry 
sympathizers to 


capture them. 
Hundreds of persons 


gathered in th« tflma to witness the ar- 
rival of the troops, but no demonstra- 
*i«« of any kind was 
made. 
The 


troops with their charges, are 
en- 


camped on the court hou»e grounds, 
with pickets out. 


At several points during the inarch, 


from Colby, men were met who were 
known to bt friends of the Berry's or 
enemies of the Oewey's, and 
the 


greatest precaution wns exercised to 
prevent them 
wreaking 
vengeance 


upon the prisoners. At no time what- 
ever, were any advances made in this 
direction, and in the stories of con- 
flict which were circulated were crea- 
tions of the wildest fancies. The pre- 
liminary hearing will probably 
be
